- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Differences between Yoriki and the present invention were 
discussed. Specifically, the limitations "each receiving tool has at least one of an active drive and sensor". Applicant 
discussed that in Yoriki the receiving tool (element 90 in Fig. 2) needed to be engaged at a certain position with an 
actuator and corresponding sensor while in his invention each receving tool has an active drive and sensor. Examiner 
pointed out that the claim only requires that each receiving tool has a drive and sensor and that Yoriki still reads on 
such limitations since the claim does not specifically points out where the active drive and sensor is, i.e., inside the 
receiving tool. Amendement to the claims would be submitted and further consideration and/or search might be 
required. Examiner called after the interview to Mr. Musone and left a message to clarify that while Yoriki does not 
provide the receiving tool having inside the active drive and sensor, Trzecieski disclosed those limitations as presented 
in the office action of January 23, 2007. 
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
